Today's War News 
Given in Summary. 


An important battle of which only 
the barest details are given in the 
ofiidal communications of today was 
fought in Flanders yesterday as the 
result of a British attack on Ger- 
m ^ 
positions along an 
extended 
front 
The French war office an- 
nounced that about one and one-half 
miles of German trenches were cap- 
tured by the British. 
The German 
statement says that the British made 
advances at some points. 


A report from the official observer 
at British headquarters in the field 
characterizes the German army 
as 
^'intensely brave, determined and well 
organized," and says there is no rea- 
son 
at 
present why 
the German 
troops should be discouraged. It will 
be impossible for the allies to defeat 
the Germans decisively, the observer 
believes, except by "ever increasing 
pressure of vast numbers of men and 
guns throughout the coming months." 


No extended reference is made in

"A most searching inquiry will be 
made, and whatever action is taken will 
be based upon the result of that in- 
quiry." 


Discussion of the affair in official 
quarters was taken to foreshadow a 
strong protest to Germany against the 
sinking of the American vessel. 


The contention of the German com- 
mander that the American ship had con- 
traband of war aboard and therefore de- 
struction was justified, has been set up 
as a plea in other cases, but never has 
been recomized by the United States as 
the only justification for such action on 
the part of a belligerent. 


Not Criminal Preceding. 
The fact that the Prinz Eitel Fried- 
rich was commanded by a German naval 
officer, under commission from the Ger- 
man government and the fact that no 
lives were lost when the Frye was sunk 
transferred the'case from the realm of 
criminal proceedings under the federal 
statutes, under a possible charge of pir- 
acy and makes it a subject of diploma- 
tic action with the object of gaining 
reparation for the owners and a dis- 
claimer of unfriendliness. 


That the-United States would ask for 
damages and an explanation from the 
German government was regarded as 
certain. Some officials thought the Ger- 
man government would find itself com- 
pelled to repudiate the action of the 
Grerman captain or abandon the position 
taken by Germany in recent correspond- 
ence with the United States on the sub- 
ject of conditional contraband and food 
stuffs.. Precedents in international law 
reveal tliat the circumstances 
under 
which neutraP governments have ac- 
quiesced in the destruction of their ves- 
sels in time of war m 
very few.

Consul Lay Reports on Ac- 


tion of G-erman Capital 


Authorities. 


Washington, March 11.—^How the Ber- 
lin authorities are handling the food 
situation, distributing bread to the civil 
population in allowances of 4.4 pounds 
weekly to each person, ia told in a re- 
port just received by the state depart- 
ment from Consul Julius G. Lay. 
The 
negotiations for the regulation of the 
bread consumption of greater Berlin are 
at an end says Mr. Lay. 
It has been 
definitely decided to apportion the 4.4 
pounds allowed each person weekly by 
means of bread cards. 
The mayor of 
Berlin after a conference with the rec- 
tors of the city schools, has announced 
the division of the city into 170 bread 
districts. 
Each one of these districts 
has 11,000 to 12,000 inhabitants. The 
bread cards are not transferable and are 
valid only for the week of issuance." 


"The cards will be given only to » 
single person and not to whole families. 
They are numbered and those issued for 
the different weeks are of various col- 
ors so as to overcome the possibility of 
misuse. 
The punishments for the mis- 
use of the cards are sufficiently heavy 
to prevent bakers from giving bread to 
persona who do not possess the proper 
cards. 
The amounta designated on the 
cards are 25, 50, 100 and 250 grams 
(0.88, 1.76, 3.55 and 8.82 uonces). 


"The greatest 
difficulty encountered 
by the authorities in actually working 
out the bread question was the lack of 
available means to check hotels and res- 
taurants in meting oùt bread to their 
patrons. 
For public places the question 
is not yet entirely settled, but it is 
thought that day cards will be given out 
in the hotels and that in the small res- 
taurants payment will be accepted for 
bread. 


"Another difficulty 
that haa 
inter- 
fered with 
the w^orking out 
of 
this 
scheme is the treatment of persons, such 
as charwomen, seamstresses, 
etc., who 
are employed in a given household for 
only an hour or two each day. Such 
person» must either bring their bread or 
their breadcards with them. 


"Hamburg and other German cities 
of over 25,000 inhabitants are consider- 
ing similar measures, but as yet have 
not followed Berlin's example."

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ALL HIS LIFE HT WELLS COUNTY. 


Rev. J. J. Msrkley, 
70> Bies at His 
Home Near Murray. 


Bluffton, Ind., March 11.—Rev. Jona- 
than J. Markley, aged 76 years, and all 
his life ft resident of Wells county, is 
dead at his home near Murray, follow- 
ing a stroke of paralysis that came up- 
on him last Saturday and from which 
hs never regained consciousiness.

Fort thirty-one 
vears. without interruption, he held his 
pastorate at Murray. He Avas marriea 
in 1871 to-Miss Mary Huffman, who died 
six years ago. Fiineral services will be 
held at the Christian church at Six Mile 
Fridav raoming at 0:30.

The Women's Bilk. 


Surveying the work of tlie recent Indiana legislature 
Mth reference to the bills which had the organized or at 
lease the tentative support of the w^omen of In(^na 
there are those who profess to be sorely disappointed 
rchey declare that the asembly managed to make short 
shrift of the legislation for which the women stooc' 
sponsor and insist that the result amounts to a distinc 
rébuff to Indiana women. 


The Sentinel does not share in any such opinion. On 
the contrary, it beUeves that under the circumstances the 
women of Indiana managed to make their influence in 
legislative matters distinctly felt and have occasion for 
both pride and encouragement at the general outcome. 
Two of the measures they supported--:the bill to elimin- 
ate the **red light" districts in cities, and the provision 
for an investigation of the condition of the blind—were 
enacted into law. To be sure, the most important of the 
women's measures fell by the wayside. The limited suf- 
frage bill and the constitutional convention measure 
never got out of coimnittee, while the state-wide prohibi- 
tion bill in which the women also interested themselves, 
shared a similar fate. But let it be remembered that this 
was the first organized and definite attempt by the wom- 
en of Indiana to have a part in legislative liiatters. They 
have done well, but the experience will enable them to do 
much better two years hence.

"It waa 
not," reports one society, "until 
we 
'Were able to show what a tree ia actual 
ly worth to a lot, and to state this val 
ue in dollars and cents, that we got 
the response we sought." 
Others re 
port in a similar strain. 


Fortunately, all of them—and others 
interested—are now provided with the 
figures that can be iiaed anywhere and 
everywhere to' good advantage 
when 
other arguments 
fail. 
Tree 
experts 
were put to work on the problem, and 
eays a writer in the Boston IVanscript, 
"Who sums up their verdict, theao ex 
pcrts "after using 
all the factors 
planting cost and interest, arrived at 
the conclusion that, aa a safe average, 
a suitably placed, well conditioned tree! 
should be worth $1 for every square 
Inch of cross section at a point five 
feet above the ground. 
Thus a tree 
one foot in diameter is valued at $113; 
but by the time it has grown to be two 
feet through it is worth four times aa 
much, or $452." 


This is putting a fine edge on accu- 
racy, but, as the writer observes, "the 
mathematically 
produced 
valuation 
squares well with the real estate men's 
rule of thumb figures. If their guesses 
are averaged, the increases of value to 
a houae lot with a full grown tree in 
front, will run about 35 per cent. Tak 
teg as an example a house lot 60x100 
feet, and worth $25 a foot, which would 
nmk® the land cost $1,250, a single two 
foot tree, if appraised by the tree man' 
scale, would add something more than 
36 per cent, to its value." It may be 
that there is no need of this kind of 
concrete demonstration to induce 
the 
planting of trees here in Indianapolis 
We hope not. But, If there is, thr&g 
vres are certainly worth considering, 
and, m connection with their consider- 
ation, it might be remarked that the 
plantmg season is now at hand, and 
tUat nurserymen can supply trees at 
a cost that is very low considering their 
Immense value.

'To the west of Serje (to the north- 
east of Augustowo) we took 600 Rus- 
sian prisoners and captiircd three gvns 
and two machine guns. 


"A fresh Russian attempt to break 
tlirough the German lines to the south 
of Augustowo resulted in the annihila- 
tion of the Russian forces used in this 
endeaA-or. 


"In an engagement northwest of Os- 
frelenka the Germans were victorious. 
Six Russian officers and 000 soldiers 
were taken prisoners, while eight ma- 
chine guns Avere captured. 


"The German attacks to 
the north 
and to the northwest of Przasnysz have 
made further progress. 


"In the fighting to the northwest of 
Novom^sto 1,660 more Russian prison- 
ers have been made by us."

The motion adopted to the effect that 
all local flood works shall be stopped 
means, among other things, that no fur- 
ther steps will be taken by the city for 
the improvement of the Maumee river 
dike along Lakeside and that the pro- 
ject for consti^ucting a concrete wall two 
feet high along the St. Joe river side of 
St, Joe boulevard, from Columbia- ave- 
nue to State street, will be abandoned. 


General flood prevention works such 
as are : embraced in the tentative plans 
of the two bodies that in due time will 
become the joint-commission will make 
these works that 
are 
wholly local to 
Lakeside altogether unnecessary. 
It is 
designed to remove from the" Maumee 
river withia and below the city certain 
obstructions that according to Engineer 
A. W. Grosvenor's report on flood pre- 
vention, cause. ai" least a two-foot rise 
of the rivers on the Lakeside fronts and 
subjected that part of the city to its 
disastrous inundation 
two 
years ago 
this month. 


Moreover, 
the 
proposed 
wall 
has 
aroused the hostility of exposed sections 
west of the St. Joe river along that 
stream .and thè St. Mary's and they 
have consistently threatened to estop 
the consummation 
of 
nroceedings for 
the wall on the Krouiid that while it may 
protect Lakeside, it will make conditfons 
vastly worse to the west. 


No Time Will Be Lost. 
It was stated at the meeting that !ust 
as soon as it had been determined what 
the drainage district boundaries would 
be, work would immediat«ly be^in to 
procure the signatures to a petition for 
establishment of . the district. 
These 
petitions will be circulated in Lakeside. 
Spy : Run, Bloomingdale, Dtebraska, tlie 
lo^ territory in the city, south of the 
St. Mary's river and in districts inore 
remote, where flood prevention meaHure< 
will confer benefit. It lii believed that

General Rule Applied. 


The general rule that has been ap 
plied is that a 
belligerent war 
ship 
must take its prizes into port unless 
there are uncontrollable reasons like un- 
seaworthiness, lacK of prize crew, dan- 
ger of recapture or the presence of con- 
traband, which would make certain its 
condemnation by a prize court. 
The 
commander 
of 
the 
belligerent 
vessel 
must preserve the neutral ship's papers 
and bring "them to a prize court for the 
entering of a decree. 
In the Russo- 
Japanese war the United States pro- 
tested 
to 
the • Russian 
government 
against the sinking of the British steam- 
er Knight Commander, with an American 
cargo, in far eastern waters.- The crew 
testified that the vessel had been sunk 
for want of coal to proceed to Vladi- 
vostok and the United States considered 
that the sinking of the vessel was not 
justified by the facts that there was 
contraband of war aboard/' • 


The fact that / wheat is conditional 
contraband, that a ship would be liable 
to condemnation only if it were proved 
that its cargo was destined to the bel- 
ligerent forces of an enemy and that no 
opportunity was afforded for the fur- 
nishing of evidence, make officials be- 
lieve that the ca«o of the United States 
against Germany is a strong one. 


AWAITING DECISION. 


Washington, March 11.—Officials of 
the United States 
government 
today 
awaited a decision by the neutrality 
board on problems arising from the de- 
struction of the American sailing ship 
William P. Frye by the German convert 
ed cruiser, Prinz Eitel Friedrich now 
at Newport News, before deciding on 
wbat action to tilke. 


An immediate decision by the. board 
was looked for the question of how long 
the raider , might remain in port to un- 
dergo 
repairs 
and 
what 
disposition 
should be made of the more than 300 
iiirvivors of the various ships she had 
captured. 
Every indication it was said 
led to the belief that the cruiser's cap- 
tain would «leet to interne the sUp until 
the end of the war. 
CapUin Boy«£d, 
naval attache at the German embassy, 
was r ^ r t e d to be on his way to New« 
port News to confer with the German 


friendly act which must result in diplo- 
matic exchanges with Germany. 
If the 
destruction of the Frye was considered 
an unfriendly act it was understood the 
United States probably would seek the 
usual honorable amends as well as re- 
paration for the owners. 


Since the warship and her officers are 
under the jurisdiction of the 
United 
States owners of the Frye and her cargo 
can institute libel proceedings to recover 
for loss of their property. 


Puts Germany in Dilema. 


Whether the action of the captain cf 
the Prinz Eitel has not placed his gov- 
ernment in a dilema by shiking the 
American grain ship William P. Frye, 
was much discussed in official quarters. 
Assuming that the Frye's cargo was not 
consigned to the British government one 
view is that the 
German government 
either 
must repudiate the 
action of 
Captain Thierichsen and pay for the 
Frye and her cargo, or withdraw its 
protest to the state department against 
the British assumption to the right to 
seize food cai^goes bound from a neutral 
country like the United States to the 
civilian population of Germany. 


It was believed possible that Ger- 
many might seek a middle course by 
adopting the British 
view that goods 
-shipped "To order" are not entitled to 
the same exemption from seizure or de- 
tention as those consigned to some in- 
dividual or firm. That, however, is di- 
rectly opposed to the American conten- 
tion, strongly set .out in a number of 
notes exchanged with the British gov- 
ernment early in the war in relation to 
copper shipments still maintained. 


Though the Prinz Eitel Friedrich is 
now a German national vessel and on 
the same footing as a full fledged man 
of war it is held by some state depart- 
ment officials that being in American 
territorial waters her cominander cannot 
legally hold a 
single prisoner, not a 
member of his own crew. Therefore if 
he has detained aboard ship four Brit- 
ish-French prisoners 
because they 
re- 
fused to promise not ' to bear 
arms 
against Germany, port 
authorities 
at 
Newport News may demand their re- 
lease as soon as their attention is di- 
rected to the facts, probably by one of 
the embassies here or by consular of 
fleers at Norfolk.

Captain Watkins 
expects 
to 
have his report entirely finiBhed and 
ready for the army board. He is now 
working night and day on it and un- 
less the imforeaeen happens by the first 
of the month he will be ready to "lock 
up shop." 


Without doubt the office of the gov 
ernment engineers is now the busiest 
place in Fort Wayne. 
There is muck 
work to be done and it must be done by 
a certain time. 


Members of the board of army engi- 
neers will make an exhaustive investiga- 
tion of the report and will doubtless 
make a trip over both of the routes in 
an effoi't to determine which one is the 
most feasible. If the report passes the 
army board—and there will no doubt 
be several alterations—it will then be 
presented to congress for final action 
•VAlhefcher the proposed waterway is ever- 
a reality there is much difference of 
opinion.

TO HSK FOR HIIOS 
FOR A MLK OEPOT 


T^'•ith the success of the baby milk de- 
pot which was inaugurated 
in 
Fort 
Wayne last summer and which received 
the, indorsement of the city board of 
health, in mind and 
the great good 
which it accomplished, Rev. Henry B. 
blaster, rector of the Fii-st Presbyterian 
church, will ask the 
session of 
the 
church at its next meeting in a few 
weeks for an appropriation so that a 
similar station can be operated this 
year at the church. 
It will not be run 
as a mimicipai depot or under the aus- 
pices of the medical society but will be 
sanctioned by both. 


At the close of depot last year, the 
idea was advanced by many to make 
this institution a municipally owed one 
and to be conducted by the city board 
of health, but existing conditions have 
prevented such for this year and with- 
out ft doubt the officials e£ the First 
Presbyterian* church will vote to sup] 
funds for this depot as several members 
of 
the session have expressed their 
opinion in favor of it. 


If the money is allowed, as was the 
case* last year, the depot will be con- 
ducted at "the church and an efficient 
corps of doctors Avill again take charge 
of the examination and prescriptions for 
the babies. An effort will also be made 
to have a trained nurse at the church 
throughout the summer. 


In reviewing the work at the close of 
the station last year a number of phy- 
sicians stated that they were of the one 
opinion, that the infant mortajity which 
is usually very great during the sum- 
mer months was greatly lessened in this 
city on account of the work for the 
babies.

The worst Is yet to come, according to 
the physicians. 
Many of those addicted 
to the use of narcotics knowing that the 
new law would go Into effect on Sforch 
1, laid in a supply sufficient to last them 
for several weeks. When all this supply 
has been exhausted the physicians are 
anticipating serious trouble. Suicides are 
not at all Improbable, they declare.

The 
negotiations for the regulation" of th(- 
bread consumption of greater Berlin an. 

It has been 
definitely decided to apportion the 4.4 
pounds allowed ci'oh person weekly b} 
means of bread cards. 
Tho mayor of 


Berlin after a conference with the rec 
tors of tho city schools,'has announced 
the division of the city into 170 bread 
districts. 
Each" one of these districts 


has 11,000 to 12,000 inhabitants. The 
bread cards are not transferable ami arc 
valid only for the week of issuance. 


"The cards will be given only to a 


single person and.not to whole families. 
They are numbered and those issued for 
the different weeks are of various col- 
ors so as to overcome the possibility of 
misuse. 
The punishments for the mis- 


use of the cards are sufficiently heavy 
to prevent bakers from giving bread to 
persons who do not possess tho proper 
cards. 
The amounts designated on tho 


cards are 25,"60, 100 and 250 grams 
(O.SS, 1.7G, 3.5.5 nud 8.82 uonces). 


"The greatest difficulty encountered 


by the authorities in actually working 
out the bread question was the hick of 
available means to check hotels and res- 
taurants in meting out-bread to their 
patrons. For public places the question 
is hot yet entirely settled; but -it is 
thought that day cards will be given out 
in tho hotels and that in the small res- 
taurants payment will be accepted for 
bread. 


"Another difficulty th'at has inter- 


fered with the working out of this 
scheme is the treatment' of persons, such 
as charwomen, seamstresses, etc., who 
are employed in a given household for 
only au hour 'or- two each day. Such 
persons' must either bring their bread or 
their breadcards with them.

They declare that the asembly managed to make short 
shrift of the legislation for which tho women _ stood 
sponsor and insist that the result amounts to a distinct 
rebuff to Indiana women. 


The Sentinel does not share in any such opinion. On 


the contrary, it believes that under the circumstances the 
women of Indiana managed to make their influence in 
legislative matters distinctly felt and have occasion for 
both pride and encouragement at the general outcome.
